LARRY  CROUSE  &  RYAN  MUZIK  INDUCTED  INTO  THE  VIKING  SPEEDWAY  HALL  OF  FAME 

Larry  Crouse  was  honored  for  his  35  years  of  support 
and  many  accomplishments  including  the  1987 
Sportsman  Championship.  Crouse  served  six  terms 
(18  years)  on  the  Viking  Speedway  Board  of  Directors 
with  eight  of  the  years  as  president.  He  has  spent  the 
last  14  years  as  the  track  prep  &  maintenance  guy 
while  also  helping  his  son  Jeff  on  his  car.  Larry  won 
the  2011  and  2013  Super  Stock  track  championships 
as  car  owner  with  Jeff  at  the  wheel  of  the  DQ  South 
sponsored  #29*. 

Crouse's  leadership  and  dedication  to  the  sport  has 
been  a  large  part  of  the  tracks  success.  If  everyone 
who  walked  on  to  the  property  punched  a  time  card 
as  they  came  and  went,  nobody  would  have  logged 
more  hours  in  the  past  decade  than  Larry  Crouse. 

"It's  all  we  do"  said  Crouse  in  an  Echo  Press  interview 
last  fall  after  his  selection  by  the  Hall  of  Fame  com¬ 
mittee.  "We  don't  hunt,  we  don't  fish,  we  don't  snow¬ 
mobile,  we  don't  do  anything.  We  race,  and  it's  all 
we've  been  doing  since  1979.  You  could  say  it's  a 
huge  part  of  our  lives. 

Crouse  actually  started  racing  in  the  summer  of  1969 
but  then  took  time  off  to  serve  our  country  in  the  US 
Army  and  to  start  a  family.  He  returned  to  Viking 
Speedway  in  1979  and  raced  until  1996  when  he 
turned  the  driving  duties  over  to  his  son  Jeff.  The 
most  memorable  years  as  a  driver  were  the  1987  and 
1988  seasons  when  Larry  took  the  '87  Sportsman 
championship  and  battled  Kenny  Bullick  in  '88  taking 
the  second  spot  in  a  tight  points  battle.  The  first 
memory  Crouse  shared  during  his  inauguration 
speech  was  racing  against  Bullick  in  the  80's  and 
90's. 

Though  Crouse  was  one  of  the  top  drivers  on  the 
track  throughout  his  career,  he  believes  his  years  on 
the  board  of  directors  and  as  track  president  played  a 
larger  part  in  his  selection  to  the  Hall  of  Fame.  In 
talking  with  members  of  the  selection  committee  and 
others  within  the  Viking  Speedway,  it's  well  under¬ 
stood  that  Larry  Crouse  had  three  major  areas  of 
contribution  to  the  Viking  Speedway.  His  success  a 
competitor,  both  driver  and  car  owner;  his  many 
hours  of  service  and  skill  as  track  prep  and  mainte¬ 
nance;  and  his  leadership  as  president  and  18  years 
on  the  board  of  directors. 

"It's  a  great  feeling  because  it's  been  a  huge  part  of 
my  life"  Crouse  said  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  honor.  "I've 
been  out  there  a  long  time  and  to  be  recognized  for 
being  on  the  board  and  racing,  it's  a  huge  accom¬ 
plishment  and  I'm  very  proud  of  it.  I'm  glad  to  be 
aboard" 

Ryan  Muzik  enjoyed  25  years  of  success  on  the  track 
before  he  gave  up  his  seat  to  his  son  Josh  in  2006. 

Muzik  won  three  Viking  Speedway  Modified  champi¬ 
onships  (1987,  '88  &  '89)  as  well  as  five  other  track

championship.  Muzik  started  racing  at  the  Viking 
Speedway  at  age  18  in  1983  after  wheeling  go-carts 
for  seven  years.  He  took  his  first  track  championship 
in  his  third  season  of  racing  at  WeeTown  Speedway 
and  also  won  the  "Champ  of  Champs"  in  Marshfield 
that  same  year.  His  success  continued  with  6  more 
track  championships  at  Viking  Speedway  and 
Minnkota  Raceway  from  1987  to  '89.  In  1991  Muzik 
won  the  1-94  Speedway  track  championship  in  Sauk 
Centre. 

"It's  kind  of  a  big  deal"  Muzik  said  when  asked  by  the 
Echo  Press  after  his  selection  last  fall.  "I've  been  one 
of  these  guys  where  I  really  don't  talk  about  the  suc¬ 
cess  I  had  too  much.  I  just  was  never  really  one  to 
brag  about  it,  but  it's  a  good  deal.  It  makes  me  proud 
that  it's  happening.  I  know  I  declined  a  couple  years 
ago  and  I  almost  declined  again.  I  just  don't  feel  like 
I'm  that  old  yet.  I  still  got  a  lot  of  kid  left  in  me,  I 
think." 

Muzik  declined  the  Hall  of  Fame  selection  in  2010 
when  the  idea  was  that  any  drivers  elected  were  done 
wheeling  racecars.  Last  year  the  committee  made  it 
clear  that  Hall  of  Fame  members  are  still  welcome  to 
come  out  of  retirement.  Muzik,  at  48  years  old,  still 
has  the  itch  to  get  back  into  the  yellow  #23  at  some 
point  down  the  road.  "They  basically  wanted  you  to  be 
done  racing  then,  and  I  didn't  really  think  I  was," 
Muzik  said.  "I  don't  plan  on  being  completely  done  yet 
and  now  they  have  kind  of  switched  the  rules  where 
you  can  race  again.  I  always  kind  of  planned  that  I 
still  want  to  do  it  once  in  a  while."

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Ryan's  father  Tom  started  racing  in  1966  when  the 
Viking  Speedway  opened.  Later,  Ardelle  Muzik,  Ryan's 
mother,  brought  the  kids  to  the  track  each  week  as 
they  were  growing  up  to  cheer  on  Wayne  Kluver  and 
Jim  Johnson.  One  night  at  the  track,  Ardelle  recalls, 
her  son  Greg  said  "Mom,  some  day  I'm  going  to  be 
out  there  racing."  Ardelle's  response  was  "Oh  no, 
you're  not."  Little  did  she  know  that  two  of  her  sons 
and  three  grandsons  (Josh  Muzik,  Dallas  Gulbrandson 
&  Shawn  Olson)  would  race  at  Viking  Speedway  and 
her  two  sons  would  be  in  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

Josh  had  a  serious  wreck  in  turns  1-2  earlier  this  sea¬ 
son  when  his  rear-end  broke  entering  turn  one.  Josh 
rolled,  making  contact  with  other  cars  and  at  one 
point  was  on  top  of  another  car.  Being  day  1  of  a  dou¬ 
ble-header,  the  Muzik  crew  went  to  work  that  night 
and  had  the  car  back  on  the  track  for  the  Sunday 
show.  Ryan  is  now  the  wrench  man  for  his  son.  But  he 
also  has  a  modified  he  purchased  a  couple  years  ago 
sitting  in  the  shed.  It's  no  secret  that  Ryan  hopes  to 
get  behind  the  wheel  and  be  the  first  Hall  of  Fame 
driver  to  hit  the  track  again.

The  past  49  years  at  Viking  Speedway  have  led  to  many  great 
memories  for  all  that  have  been  apart  of  the  racing  experience. 
This  past  Saturday,  Viking  Speedway  honored  two  great  racers 
who  were  a  part  of  making  the  stories  people  tell  as  they  walk 
into  the  grandstands  or  the  pits.  Larry  Crouse  and  Ryan  Muzik 
were  inducted  into  the  Viking  Speedway  Hall  of  Fame  alongside 
their  family  and  friends.  Crouse  and  Muzik  raced  for  many 
years  and  captured  several  victories,  but  noted  that  they  could 
not  have  done  it  without  their  crew  members,  sponsors,  and 
families.
